Fodder's Sun 


The Thoroughbred breed originated, of 
course, in the British Isles, and other 
countries for generations have continued to 
replenish their breeding stock from Eng- 
land and Ireland. It used to be (and 
still is, in some degree) taken for granted 
that stallions and mares obtained from 
this source were superior to the home- 
bred stock of any other country, and the 
classic explanation for this phenomenon 
was that the breed tended to deteriorate 
under climatic conditions less favorable 
than in the country of its origin. 

In recent years circumstances have 
made it necessary for British breeders to 
re-examine most-favorable-climate 
theory. Now they have been offered the 
chance to apply it in a new fashion. V. L. 
Jackson, writing to the Sporting Life 
(London), and explaining, “I left England 
with my parents in 1880, and have been 
farming in New Zealand since,” said: 

“The frequency with which the French 
horses are winning the English classics 
is more than a matter of breeding and 
training, and a bit of good luck. Fodder 


is an all-important factor that is not 
receiving the attention its importance 
demands. 


“To produce the best possible fodder 
you must have adequate sun and suitable 
soil. France should be an ideal country 
to provide these. . . . 


“Success or failure in a race is a matter 
of a split-second and the quality of the 
horses’ feed can account for that amount 
of difference. 

“Ts it realised by owners and trainers 
to what extent the sun is evident in produc- 
ing winners? Horses want water the sun 
has been on all day, the more the better— 
therefore, troughs are absolutely necessary. 

. .. It seems to us here in New 
Zealand that the success of the French 
horse in England is identical with the 
New Zealand horses’ victories in Australia. 
There, N. Z. horses are taking most of the 
classics and big handicaps. In the last 
Melbourne Cup, N. Z. runners filled the 
first 4 places. 

“Such results point to something besides 
selection and breeding and to me it seems 
as though it must be fodder. . . .” 


Bits of History in Passing 


A recent visit to James C. Ellis Park 
led to 2 bits of history which struck us 
as unusual. 

Ellis Park, which was known as Dade 
Park until 1954, is on Green River 
Island. a small body of land which is 
bounded on the south side by the Ohio 


River and on the north side by a small 
creek. Logically, the island would belong 
to the State of Indiana, but this small plot 
has the distinction of being the only 
section of Kentucky north of the river. 

In 1787, when the Continental Congress 
created the Northwest Territory, the north- 
ern boundary of Kentucky was fixed as 
the north bank of the Ohio. The river 
then flowed to the north of Green River 
Tsland. 

Early in the 19th century, the Ohio 
changed its course slightly—whether the 
change was man-made is not recorded— 
and the island found itself on the north 
bank instead of the south bank. When 
Indiana became a state in 1816, its govern- 
ment laid claim to the island; Kentucky 
refused to give it up. After a long court 
battle, Kentucky’s claim was affirmed, the 
decision being that the Ohio River’s loca- 
tion in 1787 determined the boundary 
between the 2 states. 


Ever since the late James Ellis took over 
the track in 1924, meetings have been 
held in August, usually an uncomfortable 
month in the Henderson-Evansville area 
because of high heat and oppressive 
humidity. 

The choice actually was dictated by 
expediency. Ellis bought the track when 
the original backers went broke after 2 
disastrous years. He realized that it would 
be many years before he could expect to 
show a profit, and he was looking for ways 
to lower his expenses. 

One of the biggest farmers in western 
Kentucky and southern Indiana, Ellis em- 
ployed several hundred workers. August 
usually was a slack month on the farms— 
too early to harvest most of the crops. 
too late to cultivate any of them. He 
decided he could use many of the workers 
to greater advantage at Dade Park. 

For several years, the farm workers 
served as ticket sellers, gatemen, conces- 
sion workers, groundskeepers, etc. As the 
number of farm workers declined and the 
crowds at the track increased, the practice 
was discontinued. But the August dates 
stuck.

Backstretch Foul 


Det Mar. It often happens in a dis- 
qualification that the number of the best 
horse is taken down. That was the 
story of the Del Mar Futurity when Gen. 
W. W. Kratz’s Prince Khaled flashed 
under the wire an easy winner, then, after 
a prolonged delay occasioned by the 
stewards’ review of the movies, was dis- 
qualified for a foul which had taken place 
on the backstretch. 

It was a heart-breaking defeat for a 
colt which so obviously was best and 
which seems destined to be a truly fine 
race horse. He is a wonderful-looking 
colt, gifted with tremendous speed. He 
had run the 6 furlongs in 1:0844, the 
fastest a 2-year-old ever had been clocked 
for the distance around one turn. 

Swirling Abbey, owned by Tom Ross 
and Phil Klipstein, was declared the win- 
ner. Mr. Sam S., whose jockey, Johnny 
Longden, had lodged the claim of foul, 
was moved up from third to second place, 
and Prince Khaled was placed third. 

Swirling Abbey had clear sailing all 
the way, and Mr. Sam S., after being 
taken up, was beaten 1114 lengths by 
Prince Khaled. 

There was a feeling of resentment on 
the part of fans who had made Prince 
Khaled a 1-2 favorite, and many horse- 
men thought the ruling unfair and incon- 
sistent. My own opinion, after watching 
the race and studying the movies, is that 
Prince Khaled fouled Mr. Sam S., but I 
am sure that stewards would not have 
called an “inquiry” if jockey Longden, 
riding Mr. Sam S., had not claimed a 
foul; and I am equally sure that his was 
not the first foul that has been committed 
on the backstretch at Del Mar. It is, 
however, the only time that a horse has 
been disqualified for a foul committed 
anywhere but in the home stretch. 

What happened was that soon after the 
start Prince Khaled’s saddle slipped, and 
he bore out badly while jockey Ralph 
Neves attempted to get his weight distri- 
buted properly. Mr. Sam S., meanwhile, 
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eased back out of close quarters caused 
when Prince Khaled bore out, and he 
moved to the rail where there was ample 
racing room at the time. 


After Neves got settled in the saddle, 
he began bringing Prince Khaled grad- 
ually toward the rail. Longden still was 
driving hard along the rail with Mr. Sam 
S., and just before reaching the 3-furlong 
pole Longden took up sharply. Prince 
Khaled had continued to come in and 
was almost directly in front of Mr. Sam S. 
There was no contact between the 2 colts, 
and Mr. Sam S. was not “slammed” or 
“sloughed” into the rail, as the first re- 
port from the stewards stated. 

After looking at movies of the race 
General Kratz was more convinced than 
ever that his colt had been unjustly dis- 
qualified. 


“Being a newcomer to racing,” Kratz 
told Turf writers, “I hate to stir up any 
controversy. But I am asking the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board to hold up 
the race records, trophy, and purse until 
a review of all factors can be completed.” 

General Kratz later put that in the 
form of a statement, and handed copies 
to Wendell Cassidy, presiding steward, 
and W. C. Buchanan, steward represent- 
ing the California Horse Racing Board. 

In complying with Kratz’s request they 
immediately ordered the purse held up 
and turned over all information to the 
racing board. Buchanan said the case 
probably would come before the board 
at a regular meeting in the near future.

A few months ago Kratz was offered 
$100,000 for Prince Khaled after the colt 
had run only one race. 

“The offers are still coming in,” he 
told this reporter. “Only now they are 
getting bigger.”

Ellsworth’s announcement said he had 
completed the deal “through an exchange 
of Thoroughbred stock, breeding seasons, 
and other personal considerations,” but 
he did not reveal the details of the trans- 
action.

OBITUARY 


Walter G. McCarthy 


Walter G. McCarthy. California Thor- 
oughbred breeder and owner and one of 
the state’s leading real estate operators, 
died on September 4 at Good Samaritan 
Hospital. Los Angeles. He was 73. 

A native of Iowa, Mr. McCarthy had 
lived in California most of his life. He 
developed much of the Beverly Hills area 
near Los Angeles and built the Beverly 
Wilshire Hotel, of which he was part 
owner. 


First president of the Hollywood Turf 
Club, owners of Hollywood Park, he was 
one of the original stockholders of the 
track. He remained a member of the 
board of directors until ill health forced 
his retirement last year. 


For many years he operated Rolling 
Hills Farm, near Chatsworth, Calif., and 
raced a large stable at California tracks. 
He bred and raced the stakes winners 
Artillery, Shim Malone, Kentyside, Art 
Column, and Liquid Gold. At Rolling 
Hills he stood Artillery, *Castel Fusano, 
Lassator, and Bow Wow. He had dis- 
posed of most of his breeding stock before 
his death, but he still owned Lassator. 

One of the organizers of the California 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association. Mr. 
McCarthy served as president of the or- 
ganization for 4 years. 1946 to 1950, 
and when he left the office he was pre- 
sented with a lifetime membership. 


Mr. McCarthy’s first wife died in 1949. 
He is survived by his second wife, Mrs. 
Ethel Lane McCarthy, whom he married 
in 1952; 2 sisters, Mrs. Maud E. Smith 
and Mrs. Dell Brown; 2 nieces, Mrs. 
Grover Bossert and Mrs. Florence Castle; 
and a nephew, Richard Ramshaw.

James D. Norris’ Jamie K., which gain- 
ed his greatest distinction as runner-up to 
Native Dancer, has been returned to his 
owner’s Spring Hill Farm, Paris, Ky., 
where next year he will make his first 
season in stud. His fee will be $500 for a 
live foal. 

A 6-year-old horse by Crowfoot (Blue 
Larkspur) out of the unraced Sea Elf, by 
Halcyon, Jamie K. won 4 of 50 races, 
placed in 16 other events, and earned 
$121,605. His 3-year-old year was his 
finest, his duels with Alfred Vanderbilt's 
gray colt in the Preakness and Belmont 
Stakes ranking among the most stirring 
races of the season. In both events he 
fought Native Dancer the length of the 
stretch before losing each time by a neck. 
The same year he won the Leonard Rich- 
ards Stakes. 


Jamie K., a brother to the good stakes- 
winning filly Nell K., was a come-from- 
behind horse which frequently showed 
great courage in his stretch runs.

Three of the horses which Swaps had beaten in 
‘he one-mile Washington Park Handicap—Sir 
Yribal, Dogoon, and Hasseyampa—were back 5 days 
later to try for the Chicago Handicap, first stakes 
of the Hawthorne season. Sir Tribal was a heavy 
favorite at 7-5; Dogoon was 87-10. 

Dogoon seized the advantage at the beginning, 
with Suthern Accent second and Sir Tribal third. 
He ran each quarter progressively slower—but fast 
enough to hold off Sir Tribal. The latter, gaining 
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steadily in the last furlong, missed by a nose. Time 
was 1:3556, with the quarters in :23, :2336, :24, and 
225. 

Foaled March 1, 1952, Dogoon was the first of 
2 successive stakes winners to be produced by 
Swoon, which dropped Swoon’s Son the next year. 
At 2 Dogoon won the Lads and Lassies, Governor’s, 
and George Woolf Memorial Stakes and the Haw- 
thorne Juvenile Handicap. He earned $46,875 last 
year by taking several high-priced overnight races 
and finishing second in the Warren Wright Me- 
morial Stakes and the Sheridan Handicap. This 
season he had finished second in the Myrtlewood 
and Clang Handicaps. 

The Doge, which stands at Carter Thornton’s 
Threave Main Stud, Paris, Ky., has 2 other stakes 
winners this year, Swoon’s Son and Timely Tip. 
Swoon has a suckling filly by *Bernborough and 
was bred again to The Doge.

Arrogate, a foal of May 6, 1951, was among 
the best 2-year-olds of 1953 in the West, where he 
won 4 of 5 starts, including the Cabrillo and Starlet 
Stakes. The next year he failed to live up to his 
promise, and early in 1955 Calumet Farm sold 
the colt to Mr. and Mrs. Dick Griegorian, whose 
principal vocation is hog-raising on a 200-acre farm 
near Corona, Calif. 

For his new owners Arrogate won a $12,500 claim- 
ing event, an allowance race, an optional claiming 
ing race, the Del Mar and Bay Meadows Handicaps. 
In last year’s Del Mar he equaled the track record. 

Arrogate’s dam, the splendid producer Hug 
Again, is in retirement at Calumet at the age of 
25. *Goya II, which stands at Circle M Farm, 
Lexington, has had one other stakes winner this 
year, Artismo.

Woodley Lane is the racing name 
of Joe Straus and Lafayette Ward, of San Antonio, 
and Steven B. Wilson, of Providence, R. I. 

Last year Reneged won the Troy and Flash Stakes 
and finished second in the Great American Stakes 
and the Saratoga Special. Shortly after the Special 
he bowed a tendon, and he was away from the 
races until July 24, 1956, when he won an allow- 
ance event at Jamaica. He had started 2 more 
times this year before the Jerome, finishing third 
in an allowance race at Saratoga on August 17 
and 15th to Impromptu in the Fall Highweight 
Handicap at Belmont Park on September 3. 

Revoked, which stands at Beaumont Farm, Lex- 
ington, has one other stakes winner this year, 
No Regrets. Bell sold White Samite, dam of 
Reneged, to J. H. Stafford, of Toronto, for $600 at 
the 1953 Keeneland fall sales. The mare now has 
a 2-year-old colt by Super Duper, a yearling colt 
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H. A. (Jimmy) Jones, Calumet Farm trainer, holds Bardstown after the 
colt, with Willie Hartack up, won the $40,000 Buckeye Handicap at Randall Park.

Comfort for 35 Cents 


James C. Ellis Park, located between 
Henderson, Ky., and Evansville, Ind., 
which last week closed its most success- 
ful meeting, makes no pretentions that it 
ever will have big-time racing. It just 
isn’t in the cards, and no one in manage- 
ment has any desire to call for a new deal. 

L. Henderson Van Zandt, the racing 
secretary, explains the enterprise’s phi- 
losophy: “We are more like a county fair 
than we are like a big-time race track. We 
are interested in providing well matched, 
clean racing, and in giving customers 
good accommodations at a_ reasonable 
price, but we don’t spend any time and 
money trying to develop a stakes program. 
We have a rather different idea of purse 
distribution from most small tracks. We 
think that the money should be spread 
among as many owners as possible. 

“Two years ago, when we had a mini-

mum of $1,000, Mr. Ellis (James C. Ellis, 
who directed the fortunes of the track for 
30 years, until his death on March 2, 
1956) added $13,200 to the announced 
purses. Our Saturday features then were 
worth $1,800 or $2,000. We could have 
added all of this money to the Saturday 
features and run a $5,000 stakes each 
week. Instead, we added $60 to each 
race. That made the minimum $1.060. 
The winner had been getting $700. That 
was left the same. But the second horse 
was given an extra $15, the third and 
fourth horses each got an extra $10, and 
we started giving fifth money of $25. 
“Last year we increased distribution 
slightly. Instead of increasing our Sat- 
urday race, we decreased the number of 
races at the minimum purse. Extra purse 
money distributed like this is divided 
among 50 owners. If we ran a $5,000 race 
each Saturday, the money would go to 10 
or 15 owners. And we don’t try to kid

ourselves. We would have the same horses 


running for $5,000 that we do for $2,000.” 


This year Lester E. Yeager, president 
and general manager of Ellis Park, an- 
nounced another purse boost. The mini- 


mum was pushed to $1,120, and most of 


56 meeting opened. From left to right are the

the races were for at least $1.220. The 
second and third horses each got $10 
more, the fourth got $15 more, and the 
fifth an additional $25. 

Yeager and Van Zandt do not feel that 
stakes are vital to the success of a small 
track. “More important, I think,” said 
Van Zandt, “is to get local people 
participating as owners and to see that 
the fans have a good time at the track for 
a reasonable price.” 


Open-Door Policy 


The program for getting local owners 
seems to have been successful, especially 
considering the few Thoroughbred breed- 
ers in the area and the relatively small 
population upon which the track draws. 
At the recent meeting there were about 
30 stables owned by residents who live 
within easy driving distance of the track. 

The best prospects for potential owners, 
Van Zandt said, are the friends of those 
who already are owners. “We encourage 
owners and trainers to bring their friends 
out to the track and have a look around. 
If an owner or trainer wants to take a 
friend into the stable area, I don’t think 
he should have to spend an hour getting 
a permit. Some tracks seem to regard 
visitors to the stable area as_ potential 
criminals; we like to think that they are 
potential owners.” 

Van Zandt saw 2 advantages in the in- 
creasing number of Thoroughbred owners 
in western Kentucky, southern Indiana, 
and southern Illinois. “These people bring 
their friends to the track, and they make 
it much easier for the track to get publi- 
city in newspapers in the area.”

Owensboro, Henderson, and other 
cities in a wide area: 3 radio stations 
broadcast races from the track and 5 
others give results. 

The track’s program of providing as 
much comfort at possible at the lowest 
possible cost was established by Ellis and 
has been continued by Yeager. Nearly 
everyone gets into the track with passes 
which require only the payment of a 35- 
cent service charge (10 cents to the state 
government, 3 cents to the Federal govern- 
ment, 22 cents to the track); there is no 
charge for parking; and the concession 
prices are reasonable (Coca-Cola, 10 
cents; 18-ounce cup of lemonade, 20 cents; 
hot dogs, 20 cents; beer, 30 cents). 

Ellis Park is one track which can boast 
that every patron has a seat—except on 
Saturdays and holidays. This year a 
second grandstand was built adjacent to 
the original stand, increasing seating capa- 
city to about 7,000. Even on big days the 
track is not pressed, since its 560-foot-long 
grandstand area gives everyone a chance 
to move about.

The unpretentious approach at Ellis 
Park does not mean that the track has not 
been growing.

The track also established a new record 
for purse distribution this year—$282,400. 

The man most responsible for Ellis Park, 
of course, was James C. Ellis, who bought 
the property at a receiver's sale in Novem- 
ber, 1924, and endured many lean seasons 
before carrying it into the black. 

The track, built in 1922 by the Green 
River Jockey Club, began operation under 
the name of Dade Park, honoring starter 
A. B. Dade, one of the original directors 
of the association. The first meeting, in 
the fall of 1922, was a dismal failure. 
Heavy rains and poor roads kept the 
bettors away, and the track’s resources 
were not sufficient to continue. 

Ellis kept Dade Park operating when 
stock-owned companies would have thrown 
in the sponge. In 1926 the daily average 
mutuel handle was only $78,454. It rose 
to $88,062 in 1930, but fell to $66,507 in 
1936. By 1942 it had climbed back nearly 
to the 1930 level. Business began to pick

up after World War II, and it has been 
good ever since. 


Provision for Future 


Dade Park became Ellis Park in 1954. 
A group of sports writers, led by Earl 
Ruby, sports editor of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, proposed that the name 
be changed to James C. Ellis Park to 
honor the man who had stood solidly be- 
hind racing in western Kentucky. 

Ellis said the name of the track was 
not important to him, but that it was a 
“nice honor,” and agreed to the change. 

Although he had many other business 
enterprises, most of which were more 
profitable, Ellis’ principal interest was his 
race track. Before he died he secured the 
future of the track in 2 ways: (1) by 
setting aside a financia] reserve, and (2) 
by entrusting the track’s management to 
experienced personnel. In his will he said: 

“It is my desire that the Dade Park 
Jockey Club shall go forward and continue 
to function and be maintained for the 
purpose of conducting horse racing at 
Dade Park, or by whatever name the track 
shall hereafter be called. 

“Toward this end I direct that from 
the proceeds and profits of said track that 
a reserve fund be built up and maintained 
by my executor (Yeager) in a sum of not 
less than $300,000. This to be expended 
by my executor when and as he sees fit 
for the proper maintenance and administra- 
tion of the track.” 


The Staff 


Yeager, a nephew of Ellis, is no new- 
comer to race track management. Now 
56, he was born in Henderson, and grew 
up in Rockport, Ind., a small town a few 
miles up the Ohio River. He received 
his bachelor’s degree from Purdue Uni- 
versity and a master’s degree in agricul- 
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ture from Iowa State College, then return- 
ed to Owensboro in 1925 to assist his 
uncle in the management of farms, oil 
wells, and Dade Park. For several years 
before Ellis died Yeager served as the 
track’s vice president and associate man- 
ager. 

Secretary of the Dade Park Jockey Club, 
which has its offices in Owensboro, is 
Miss Anna M. Fisher, who had worked for 
Ellis for many years. The track’s principal 
2-year-old race, the Anna M. Fisher 
Handicap, is named for her. 

Van Zandt has been associated with 
racing since 1933. A native of Fort 
Worth, he began working at Arlington 
Downs, between Fort Worth and Dallas, 
“first with a hammer and nails, then later 
in the racing secretary’s office.” At Arling- 
ton Downs, Van Zandt met the late Judge 
J. J. Murphy, who took him to the old 
Detroit Fair Grounds as a placing judge. 

Through the late ’30’s and early °40’s 
Van Zandt worked as an official at various 
race tracks in the Middle West, includ- 
ing Detroit, Randall Park, ThistleDown, 
and River Downs. In 1946 he moved to 
become racing secretary at the Hipodromo 
de las Americas. In 1950 he came to Ellis 
Park. 

In addition to his duties as racing secre- 
tary and placing judge, Van Zandt assists 
James Whitmer, the publicity director. 

Daniel W. Scism, who has reported 
racing for the Evansville newspapers, said, 
“You could call Van at midnight and tell 
him you had to have a picture of a horse 
and he would meet you at the track in half 
an hour.” 

The Ellis Park board of stewards in- 
cludes Jack Goode and Jack Young, who 
have served at major tracks throughout 
the country for many years, and Lewis 
Finley, who represents the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission.

EUROPE 


Belgian, German Internationals 

Paris. The Grand Handicap _Inter- 
national d’Ostende (Ostend, August 26, 
13g miles, 500,000 Belgian francs, or $10,- 
000) was run the same day as the Oslo 
Cup (see page 741). Top weight of 130 
pounds had been given to the German 4- 
year-old Feuerball, recently second to the 
3-year-old Blysmus over a mile at the 
Ostend course. At 126 pounds were the 
French horses San Giusto and Arywa and 
the German Mio, winner of the Gerling 
Preis in 1955. Blysmus, third in this 
year’s Henckel Rennen and Union Rennen, 
carried 123, and the Belgian Derby win- 
ner Todrai had 121. 

Todrai was a big favorite, but he made 
difficulties at the start, as he had at Ascot 
before he finished third to Ribot and High 
Veldt in the King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes. Moreover, he took a 
bumping in the course of the race, and 
he was unplaced at the finish. 

The first 3 places went to German 
horses. Feuerball (Abendfrieden—Funk- 
enflug, by Firdaussi) won by a length 
from Mio (Orator—Mitternacht, by 
Wallenstein), with the 3-year-old Blysmus 
(Abendfrieden—Blaubeere, by Avertin) 
third, three-quarters of a length farther 
back. San Giusto and Arywa were next 
across the line. 

The Grosser Preis von Baden (Baden- 
Baden, September 2, 114 miles, 50,000 
DM, or $11,900) was contested by 5 Ger- 
man, 3 French, and one imported Italian 
horse. It was the Italian-bred 3-year-old 
Oliveri (Macherio—Fior d’Orchidea, by 
Apelle) that attempted to make all the 
running, but in the straight he was over- 
taken first by the German champion 
Masetto (Olymp—Mimosa, by Indus), then 
by the French 4-year-old Craneur (Cranach 
—Procureuse, by Prince Rose), which beat 
the pacemaker by a neck for second 
money. Fourth and fifth, close up, were 
Germany’s Witterung and France’s 3-year- 
old Tartar, the latter a brother to Tantieme. 

On August 31 the Zukunftsrennen at 
Baden-Baden, one of Germany’s principal 
tests for 2-year-olds, resolved itself into 
a match between the German colt Orsini 
(Ticino—Oranien, by Nuvolari) and the 
French colt Mystic (Relic—Tosca, by 
Tourbillon), the German contender final- 
ly gaining the decision by a head, 6 
lengths ahead of the third. 

Orsini had won 4 of his 5 previous 
races. Mystic, whose American-bred sire 
recently was‘sold to a syndicate of English 
breeders, had finished second in the Prix 
du Bois at Longchamp and in the Grand 
Criterium d’Ostende, and had won the 
Prix des Reves d’Or at Vichy.

Norse in Norway 


Osto. The 7-year-old Irish-bred Norse 
(Pappageno II]—Orsova, by Bakhtawar) 
won the 1956 Oslo Cup by three-quarters of 
a length from the English gelding Moster- 
ton (Mossborough—Bristle, by Felsted), 
with the former German stayer Glock- 
ner (Abendfrieden—Guernica, by Wallen- 
stein) third, another 114 lengths back. 

Twelve horses from 5 nations ran in 
Scandinavia’s biggest race. The winner 
coliected 100,000 Norwegian Kroner, al- 
most exactly £5,000, about $14,500. This 
isn’t much in comparison with huge purses 
in the U. S., but the Oslo Cup now is one 
of the 10 most valuable races in Europe, 
and the effort to establish an international 
race here has been met with enthusiasm on 
the part of horsemen and the public. 

Favorite was Lady Stavordale’s Moster- 
ton, the only 3-year-old runner, winner 
this year of 2 races in England, also third 
to Pirate King and Induna in the New- 
market Stakes. Second choice was Prince 
Aly Khan’s 4-year-old Cobetto, which had 
finished second to Gombar in Germany’s 
Grosser Preis von Nordrhein-Westfalen. 
Norse, third choice, winner of the Olso 
Cup in 1954, is owned and trained in 
Sweden. 

Glockner kept a steady pace, only to be 
beaten for speed in the last 3 furlongs by 
Norse and Mosterton. Schlenderhan 
Stud’s Adonis was beaten a neck for third 
place. Fifth was Clark, winner of last 
year’s Swedish Derby and St. Leger. Sixth 
and seventh were the 2 French-trained 
horses, Cobetto and Mrs. Robert T. Me- 
Lane’s Ahmose. Last year’s winner. 
the 6-year-old Stratos, was never close, and 
he finished ninth of the 12 starters. 


Viscount and Chanteclair 


Mrs. Elsa von Stockenstroem, of 
Berga, Sweden, is the breeder of 3 3-year- 
old colts this year: Smart, by Court 
Martial; Viscount, by Darbhanga; and 
Chanteclair, by Chanteur II. Smart has 
been a disappointment, but Viscount and 
Chanteclair are both Derby winners. 

Chanteclair, out of the Hyperion mare 
Break of Day, was one of the best 2-year- 
olds in Sweden, winning the Two Year 
Olds’ Stayer Stakes, one mile. He won 
the Danish Derby June 17, rather luckily 
perhaps. Viscount was leading by 2 lengths 
less than 40 yards from the winning post 
when he suddenly swerved and lost his 
advantage. He rallied gamely, only to 
be beaten by a head. 

Viscount naturally started favorite for 
the Swedish Derby, in which the British 
jockey Johnny Mercer was up on the son 
son of Darbhanga. Viscount again drove 
his supporters crazy by swerving just 
before the winning post, but this time he 
won, by a neck from the good Danish colt 
Sandringham (by Rising Light). Chante-

clair ran fourth in the Swedish Derby, 
perhaps not quite up to his best, due to 
the hard going. 

The Norwegian Derby was run August 
12, and Viscount, Chanteclair, and Sand- 
ringham met again. It was thought that 
the heavy going would suit Chanteclair 
much better than Sandringham. Viscount 
once more showed his bad temper. He 
swerved 2 furlongs out and nearly threw 
Mercer out of the saddle. He finished 
third, beaten nearly 7 length. Chante- 
clair drew level with Sandringham 3 fur- 
longs out, and fought on gallantly to win 
by 114 lengths from the Danish colt.
